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GENERAL  REMARKS. 


REFUNDING  BONDS. 

Iii  accordance  with  Chapter  29,  Laws  of  1890,  providing  for  re- 
funding outstanding  bonds  of  the  State,  the  $50,000  6 per  cent, 
bonds,  issued  for  the  construction  of  the  Second  Dakota  Peniten- 
tiary at  Bismarck,  and  $63,000  6 per  cent,  bonds,  issued  for  the 
erection  of  additional  buildings  for  the  North  Dakota  Hospital  for 
the  Insane,  at  Jamestown,  being  subject  to  cal],  were  duly  adver- 
tised, and  on  May  15,  1890,  were  contracted  to  be  exchanged  for  a 
block  of  $113,000  4 per  cent,  thirty  year  bonds,  at  a premium  of 
$10,555. 

The  holders  of  the  above  bonds  could  not  be  learned,  and,  in 
accordance  with  Chapter  14,  Laws  of  1887,  were  duly  advertised 
and  called  in  for  payment  and  cancellation  at  the  Chemical  Na- 
tional Bank,  New  York  City. 

The  issue  of  $113,000  refunding  bonds  were  sent  to  the  Chem- 
ical National  Bank,  with  instructions  to  be  exchanged  at  the  above 
premium,  when  the  old  bonds  were  presented  for  payment. 

At  the  present  time  $69,000  of  the  bonds  have  been  exchanged, 
and  the  remaining  bonds,  together  with  premium  realized,  are  in 
the  hands  of  the  Chemical  National  Bank,  awaiting  the  presenta- 
tion for  payment  of  the  outstanding  bonds  and  the  final  settle- 
ment of  the  sale.
